Curfew imposed on Palestinian camps 

Israeli forces close 
Bethlehem University 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israeli occupation 
forces Wednesday closed Bethlehem Uni- 
versity for two months and placed five Pal- 
estinian refugee camps in the West Bank 
under curfew to curb possible violent anti- 
Israeli demonstrations, the army said. 


Israel's top officer in the occt 
upied West Bank ordered closure 
of Lhe university after troops cla- 
shed Tuesday with students pro- 
testing at the arrest of eight stu- 
dent activists. The eight have been 
accused of anti-Israeli incitement 
and possession of "subversive" 
literature. 

Troops were put in force in the 
West Bank Wednesday in case of 
violent protests marking the ann- 
iversaiy of the 1917 Balfour Dec- 
laration: which lent British sup- 
port to the idea of d Jewish hom- 
eland in Palestine. 

The declaration, contained in a 
letter from the then British foreign 
secretary. AJ. Balfour, to Zionist 
leader Baron Rothschild in 1917. 
offered the Jews "a national hom- 
eland in Palestine." This dec- 
laration. issued simultaneously 
with r -British promises of ind- 
ependence to the Arabs of Pal- 
estine. who fought along with Bri- 
tish forces against the Germans 
and the Ottoman Empire, cleared 
ifte way4pr~workL Zionist org- 
^isa^^^^.o^yy; 4 ih .their . 
Claim to Palestine. ■ ■ 

Palestinian universities in the 
West Bank have long been a cen- 
tre for anti-occupation activities.

HAVANA (R j — Grenada's gov- 
ernor general has given Cuban 
diplomats 24 hours to leave the 
island, but they will stay until all 
Cubans held there are sent home, 
the government said Wednesday. 

The official statement followed 
a report by the Canadian Press 
News Agency that Governor 
General Sir Paul Scoon had sev- 
ered diplomatic ties with the Sov- 
iet Union and Libya and had 
asked the Cuban ambassador to 
leave. 

The agency quoted Sir Paul as 
saying Grenada was not severing 
diplomatic ties with Havana but 
wanted the ambassador to leave 
■•because his activities were not 
compatible with his status as an 
ambassador." 

The government here said a 
note telling the Cubans to leave 
had been delivered to its embassy 
on the island last Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. 

Bui Havana had instructed the 
! ■< diplomats to stay in Grenada 
until Cubans held prisoner, wou- 
nded or killed in the defence of the 
island were repatriated, it said. 

The government added that it 
had told the U.S. interests section 
here in reply: “Cuba holds the 
government of the United States 
responsible lor what might occur 
to the diplomats and the embassy 
on Grenada."

"I hold them responsible for 
escalating and provoking yes- 
terday's events." he told Reuters.

Brother Scanian. who arrived 
from New York City two years ago 
to direct the Vatican-affiliated 
university, said he had appealed to 
foreign diplomatic representatives 
in Jerusalem to protest at the clo- 
sure. 

Elsewhere in the West Bank 
Wednesday, troops enforced cur- 
fews on five Palestinian refugee 


camps and the central market area 
of Nablus after Palestinians staged 
demonstrations and threw rocks at 
Israeli vehicles. 

In East Jerusalem. Arab mer- 
chants closed their shops in a 
commercial strike to mark the 
Balfour Declaration anniversary. 
Israeli police on horseback pat- 
rolled the streets. 

2 U.N. schools closed 

Israeli troops closed for a month 
two schools run by the United Nat- 
ions Work and Relief Agency in 
Kalandia refugee camp after a civ- 
ilian was injured in stoning inc- 
idents Tuesday. It was the first 
time Israel had closed a U.N. sch- 
ool. 

In the village of Sfir. near Heb- 
ron. Israeli troops shot a Pal- 
estinian youth in the hand when 
they opened fire to dispense vio- 
lent demonstrators, the state radio 
reported. 

Brother Scanian said university 
students organised a “ Palestinian 
Heritage" exhibition two weeks 
ago which he described as 90 per 
cent cultural, with farm imp- 
lements. costumes and art work. 

"There were the inevitable pol- 
itical slogans and some of the 
usual political literature." he said.. 
“ But it really wasn’t the essence ol 
the thing." 

Troops with a search warrant 
confiscated a Palestinian' flag; sev- 
eral posters and some literature 
and later detained 1 * student lea- 
ders. Brother Scanian said. Ten 
were later released but eight were 
still in custody, he added. 

“You really could not call it a 
demonstration. Unfortunately it 
met with the severest punishment 
ot students. That started the esc- 
alations." he said. 

The military command alleged 
the university administration had 
prior knowledge that the exh- 
ibition would include what it cal- 
led inflammatory material. 

Brother Scanian denied this, 
saying: “No university could gua- 
rantee that there won't be things 
like this on any side of a conflict."

Missile launchers arrive at Greenham 


LONDON (R) - A second U.S. 
Air Force transport plane landed 
Wednesday at a British airbase 
where cruise missiles will soon be 
stationed and watching protesters 
said two mobile launchers were 
unloaded. 

The first plane flew in Tuesday 
to deliver equipment for the U.S. 
nuclear missiles, sparking new 
protests from the women who 
have been camping outside Gre- 
enham Common Airbase kil- 
ometres west of London for more 
than two years. 

Six women were arrested ove- 
rnight after they were caught try- 
ing to cut down pan of the per- 
imeter fence. 


The government said on Mon- 
day deliveries of cruise equipment - 
were beginning but that the mis- 
siles themselves, due to be in place 
by the end of the year, were not 
arriving yet. 

The arrival Wednesday mor- 
ning of the huge blue-and-white 
Galaxy plane was signalled by a 
heavy deployment of police aro- 
und the gate nearest the runway. 

Unloading took an hour and 
women watching with binoculars 
said two large pieces of equipment 
which were trundled out through 
the raised nose were mobile mis- 
sile launchers. 

One woman, clergyman's wife 
Anne Francis, knelt in prayer in 


drizzling rain as the Galaxy thu- 
ndered in. She ignored some hec- 
kling from soldiers patrolling ins- 
ide the barbed wire fence. 

.Anti-nuclear groups have war- 
ned they plan to step up their 
campaign to greet the arrival of 
the low-flying missiles, and the 
women at the Greenham "peace 
camp” appealed Tuesday for sup- 
port from women all o'er the 
world. 

Police and army guards at the 
base have been reinforced and the 
government made clear Tuesday 
that demonstrators who broke in 
could be shot if they approached 
the missile bunkers. 


Blasts rock Durban as whites vote 


JOHANNESBURG (Ri 
Twin bomb explosions shook the 
city of Durban Wednesday just 
before White South Africans 
began voting in a referendum on 
whether to give limited political 
power to Indians and coloureds 
(people of mixed race). 

No one was injured in the blasts, 
one at a bus depot and the other at 
a police car pound. But tight sec- 
urity was enforced io cope with 
the early heavy turnout of voters 
among South Africa’s 4.5 million 
whites. 

Law and Order Minister Louis 


le Grange had warned earlier that 
black nationalist guerrillas of the 
African National Congress 
(ANC> would try to disrupt the 
poll and violent means. 

The outlawed ANC is pledged 
to overthrowing white minority 
rule. 

Whites are deciding whether to 
approve a controversial new con- 
stitution that allows Indians and 
coloureds to share some power 
with themwhile continuing to exc- 
lude South Africa's black maj- 
ority. The black community 
makes up more than 70 per cent of 


the population. 

Supporters of the ruling Nat- 
ional Party which proposed the 
constitution claimed an early lead 
for a “yes" vote after canvassing 
voters. The result is not due until 
Thursday. 

The constitution would scrap 
the present all-white parliament 
and replace it with three ass- 
emblies. one each for whites, col- 
oureds and Indians. But whites 
would continue to hold the vast 
majority of the power because of 
the constitution’s structure. 


Jamaica expels 4 Soviets 


KINGSTON (Ri — Jamaica ann- 
ounced Tuesday night it was exp- 
elling four Soviet diplomats and a 
Cuban journalist for allegedly spy- 
ing and conspiring to murder a 
female foreign affairs officials. 

In a statement to parliament. 
Prime Minister Edward Seagn also 
announced the closure of the Kin- 
gston bureau of the ‘Cuban news 
agency. Prensa Latina, and the 
sacking’ of a Foreign Ministry pro- 
tocol division officer. Joseph 
Bewry. 


An unnamed young woman 
employee at the ministry was also 
sent on leave pending other dec- 
isions. the announcement added. 

The Soviet embassy in Kingston 
rejected the government all- 
egations. 

In a statement, it described 
them as “absolutely untrue, pro- 
vocative" and apparently des- 
igned to deliberately worsen rel- 
ations beiween the two countries. 

The Soviet diplomats were 
given 72 hours to leave Jamaica. 


MX funding cut refused 


WASHINGTON (R) -The U.S. 
House of Representatives refused 
Tuesday to cut funding for the MX 
missile, handing President Reagan . 
a major victory. 

The 2 1 7-21W vote came on an 
amendment to the S246 billion 
defence appropriations bill for 
1 QN4. Final passage of Lhe bill is 
expected Wednesday. 

The house vote on the iMX came 
amid heightened protests in the 
United States and Europe over 
NATO plans to station U.S.-built 


cruise and Pershing-2 missiles in 
Western Europe and Soviet thr- 
eats to walk out of the Geneva 
arms control ralks if the dep- 
loyment takes place. 

Mr. Reagan has argued that he 
needs the lu-warhead MX mis- 
sile as a bargaining chip with the 
Soviet Union. 

Congress has debated the MX 
for a decade, reluctantly nudging 
it forward through research, dev- 
elopment and flight testing stages. 


GENEVA |R. Leadersol Leb- 
anon’s feuding factions Wed- 
nesday completed the first task in 
their reconciliation talks by fin- 
ding a common formula to define 
their country's links with the Arab 
World. 

Government spokesman Far- 
ouk Jabre said in a statement the 
nine chiels had unanimously agr- 
eed on a lexi but would not release 
it till later in the conference. 

Conterence sources said the 
formula declared that Lebanon 
was “com milled to all the charters 
tot the Arab League ... and the 
state embodies these principles in 
all fields without exception." 

The text was a compromise 
worked out Wednesday morning 
a tier a tour-man commission set 
up Tuesday foundered on a dis- 
pute over how tar Lebanon should 
be integrated into the Arab 
World. 

But the relerence to Arab Lea- 
gue charters would commit Leb- 
anon to the Joint Arab Delence 
Pact and possibly imply abr- 
ogation ol the Lebanese- Israeli 
troop withdrawal agreement, a 
major bone of contention at the 


conference. 

The nine politicians, with Pre- 
sident Amin Gemayel in the chair, 
agreed on tiie text at a two-hour 
morning session. They met again 
at 5 p.m. t Ibfiti GMTi and con- 
lerence sources said they might 
then move on to the Israeli agr- 
eement. signed under U.S. spo- 
nsorship last May but never fully 
ratified by Beirut.

Marines should not be 
offshore, commander says 


WASHINGTON (R) — Proposals to move U.S. 
Marines from Beirut and base them in ships off- 
shore to increase their safety could jeopardise the 
multinational peacekeeping force's future. Marine 
commandant P.X. Kelley has told Congress. 


He said others in the tour- 
nation force, particularly France 
and Italy, did not hat.e the res- 
ources to withdraw troops tem- 
porarily from the Beirut battle 
zone and a unilateral action b> 
Americans could harm the co- 
operative venture. 

The idea "should be looked at 
carefully.” he said. 

For the second day. Col. Kelley 
answered questions Tuesday 
about security for the Marines 
headquarters that was destroyed 
last week by a truck with 3.5*»!i ka 
of explosives, killing 23* ’ ser- 
vicemen. 

Col. Kellev told the House of 


Representatives armed services 
committee, as he had told the Sen- 
.ate armed services committee 
Monday, that security was ins- 
ufficient to repel this "flying truck 
bomb" that crashed through U.S. 
defences in six seconds. 

His officers took adequate pre- 
cautions on the information they 
had and could not have reasonably 
expected so massive an attack, he 
said. 

Col. Kelley also said he believed 
the Marines “had the best pro- 
tection" of all the multinational 
force participants. 

A Democrat who led a con- 
gressional delegation to Beirut 


last weekend listed some of the 
measures taken since the bombing 
to improve security at the Marines 
location. 

The Mississippi Democrat. 
Sonny Montgomery, said some 
non-essential personnel, such as 
maintenance and support staff, 
were being returned to U.S. navy 
ships off the coast. 

Most weapons carried by Mar- 
ines ftv>rc now loaded and anti- 
tank weapons were being carried 
and w ould be used if warning shots 
failed to stop an intruder, he said. 

Before ihe Sunday attack, gua- 
rds nearest the bombed building 
had carried unloaded weapons. 

Mr. Montgomery said civilian 
traffic was not allowed near the 
encampment, weak fences and 
unused gates Were being blocked 
with heavy equipment and Mar- 
ines were being spread out to form 
less concentrated targets.

Lebanese rivals talk straight

GENEVA <Ri — Lebanese rec- 
onciliation talks have come to life 
as the feuding factions set to work 
to lind a common formula fixing 
the balance between Western and 
Arab influences in their country. 

They set up 3n all-party com- 
mission to thrash out the rival cla- 
ims of pro- Western Christians and 
the mainly Muslim, some leftist, 
opposition groups which insist on 
"the Arab identity of Lebanon." 

But the four- man commission, 
the first concrete achievement in 
two days of talks here, failed to 
agree and decided to pass the pro- 
blem back to the factional leaders 
who were due to meet Wednesday 
for their fifth session. 

It foundered on differences 
over how far Labanon should int- 
egrate itself into its Arab env- 
ironment. conference sources 
said. 

This apparently academic deb- 
ate concealed long-standing sus- 
picions which have helped prolong 
Lebanon's eight years of int- 
ermittent civil war. 

Druze chieftain Walid Jun- 


blatt. the most prominent of the 
four opposition politicians invited, 
told a press conference the fac- 
tions had to find some common 
ground before they could proceed. 

“What is Lebanon? Is it an 
American base, a Soviet base or 
an Arab state? We must know 
before we can continue." he said. 

The debate inevitably brings in 
the country's relations with Syria 
and Israel, agreement on which is 
likely to make or break the con- 
ference.

Abdel- Halim Khaddam. who is 
taking pan as an observer, has alr- 
eady taken the offensive with 
strong attacks on the Lebanese- 
israeli troop withdrawal agr- 
eement of last May and on the 
right-wing Christian groups for 
their reluctance to revoke it. 

Israel has also made its presence 
felt by saying it would consider 
maintaining its forces in South 
Lebanon if the Beirut government 
declared, the agreement null and 
void. 

Yet by all accoums the talks 
Tuesday were considerably more 
encouraging than the opening ses- 


sion on Monday. 

Government spokesman Far- 
ouk Jabre said the politicians, cha- 
ired by President Amin Gemayel. 
had overcome their initial caution 
at meeting old rivals face-to-face. 

He said there were heated 
words Tuesday but also some jok- 
ing and smiling. 

If and when the factions ove- 
rcome the dispute on Lebanon's 
identity they will have to pick a 
second item from the nine or so on 
the agenda. Mr. Jabre added. 

Junior factional leaders agreed 
on what the conference should 
discuss some two weeks ago but 
they left it to their seniors to fix the 
order. 


The list includes“withdrawalof 
non-Lebanese forces." the rig- 
htists’ priority, but does not spe- 
cifically . mention constitutional 
reforms, which the leftists and 
Muslims see as the only guarantee 
of peace in Lebanon. 

Mr. Junblatt and his pro-Svrian 
allies say the present political sys- 
tem gives disproportionate power 
to the Maronite Christian com- 
munity.

Old and young refugees 
quit besieged Sliouf town 


BEIRUT (R> — A group of 201 
elderly Christian refugees and chi- 
ldren from the September war in 
the central Lebanese Shouf Mou- 
ntains arrived in Beirut Tuesday 
to an emotional welcome from 
relatives in a Hood- lit football sta- 
dium. 

Black-clad village women wept 
as they were helped from buses by 
Red Cross officials who shouted 
their names through loudhailers 
and summoned relatives to take 
care of them. 

Girls wearing the olive drab fat- 
igues of the “Lebanese Forces" 
Falangist militia handed flowers to 
each of the refugees as they arr- 
ived in the stadium in east Beirut. 

Stunned and hesitant, they had 
earlier been evacuated from the 
beleaguered mountain town of 
Deir-Al-Qamar and escorted to 
buses by officials of the Geneva- 
based International Red Cross. 

A Red Cross representative 
told reporters the remaining 790 
refugees in Deir Al-Oamar would 
be evacuated in batches during the 
week. v 

With the onset of the rainy sea- 
son. it may be a long, cold winter 
for the ’remaining -24.000 ref- 
ugees. unless Lebanese national 
reconciliation talks in Geneva 
bear fruit. 


Outside the town, each coach 
stopped at a Druze checkpoint 
where the refugees, some of them 
ov er 90 years old and leaning on 
canes, underwent a body search by 
militiamen. 

One militiawoman leafing thr- 
ough the children's school books 
found a small sticker in the shape 
of a cedar tree, symbol of the Fal- 
angists. and handed it to her sup- 
erior. 

The militiaman strode to the 
ooach and told a 1 4-year-old girl: 
“This time I will let you go for 
humanitarian reasons, but next 
time I will slit vour throat right 
here.” 


Militiamen rummaged through 
the refugees' personal belongings, 
bundled into plastic bags, and con- 
fiscated letters Falangist militia 
men were trying to send out. 

Many of the evacuees seemed 
either too old or too young to rea- 
lise that they were finally on their 
way to freedom and, apparently 
intimidated by the gunmen, went 
in silence. 

The siege and the influx of ref- 
ugees has created a chronic, acc-' 
ommodation and food shortage as 
the Shouf Mountain town's pop- 
ulation of 5.000 quintupled alm- 
ost overnight. 


Kurds kill 
Iranian cleric, 
paper says 


TEHRAN (Rt — An SI -year-old 
Iranian clergyman and four other 
people have been kidnapped and 
killed by Kurdish rebels in 
north-west Iran. Iranian media 
reported. 

They also said that a local com- 
mander of the paramilitary rev- 
olutionary guards unit responsible 
for ami-rebel operations. Aii 
Rezayian. had been killed during a 
recent Iranian offensive against 
Iraqi and rebel forces. 

The newspaper Azadegan said 
Tuesday Heydar Fahim. leader of 
the communal Friday prayers at a 
village near the Kurdish town of 
Sanandaj. and four other men 
were kidnapped 25 days ago and 
their bodies found Monday. 

Tehran Radio q uoted a message 
of condolence from the religious 
men of the nearby town of Uru- 
raiyeh as saying that Fahim had 
been seized by the Komeleh. a 
left-wing Kurdish dissident group. 
He had been shot dead. 

• Azadegan said Rezayian. • the 
revolutionary guards commander, 
had been killed while leading a 
group of guards at the front during 
the latest offensive, which he had 
helped to plan. 


ERZURUM. Turkey (R) — The 
search for victims still trapped in 
villages ruined by Sunday's ear- 
thquake in northeastern Turkey 
neared an end Wednesday as the 
official death toll rose to 2.239. 

About 5(Hi people were also 
injured in the tremor, many ser- 
iously. while relief workers said 
well over 20.000 survivors faced a 
bitter winter in the mountains wit- 
hout homes and vita] livestock. 


West Germany flew into Ankara. 

The American ambassador in 
Turkey. Robert Sirausz-Hupe. 
Wednesday accompanied to Erz- 
urum four planeloads of tents, kit- 
chens. water purifiers and other 
supplies donated by the United 
States. 


Other countries to pledge aid 
include Saudi Arabia. Italy and 
Australia. 


Military officials in charge of 
rescue operations said most of the 
shattered remains of some 50 vil- 
lages flattened by the tremor had 
been searched and they hoped to 
complete work in the remaining 
affected settlements quickly. 

The painstaking work among 
the sodden wreckage of the mostly 
mud-built houses revealed ano- 
ther six corpses Wednesday to add 
to the 1.233 found by Tuesday 
night, officials said. 

Specially trained Swiss mou- 
ntain rescue dogs were helping 
identify building? with bodies still 
buried in them and the death toll 
could stQl rise. 


Red Cross officials in Erzurum 
said one concern was that most of 
the tents supplied by Turkey had 
no floors and were of limited use 
in the freezing mud of the area, 
and more tents with built-in floors 
were needed. 


Massive relief effort 


The earthquake, measuring 
over six on the open-ended Ric- 
hter Scale, struck while thousands 


of people, especially women and 
children. 


were stiH asleep. 

Relief workers said well over 
20.00U survivors faced the winter 
without homes, while official rep- 
orts said more than 30,000 cattle, 
goats and sheep had been killed. 

An added fear is the presence of 
packs of wolves in the mountains 
which scavenge around the vil- 
lages in winter for food and can 
attack domestic animals not tet- 
hered in bams. They have also 
often attacked people in the rem- 
ote area.

Relief operations are now con- 
centrating on getting sufficient 
quantities of tents, blankets, por- 
table buildings and food to the 
survivors to prevent deaths from 
exposure and the outbreak of epi- 
demics.

Planeloads of supplies have alr- 
eady arrvied in Erzurum, the res- 
cue headquarters, from Britain. 

Bulgaria and 
Switzerland and a plane from 


The foreign help topped up a 
massive relief effort mounted by 
Turkey itself which has already- 
delivered more than 5.UUU Lems. 
20.000 blankets and tonnes of 
food by road. rail. plane and hel- 
icopter to the affected areas. 

Officials said Turks had don- 
ated billions of lira (millions of 
dollars) in aid. Oueues of vol- 
unteers to give blood for the inj- 
ured formed at blood donor cen- 
tres in the big cities. 


The government said it was pla- 
nning to re-house victims in tem- 
porary villages of prefabricated 
buddings to provide protection 
from fast-approaching winter 
conditions of heavy snow and 
sub-zero temperatures. 

Tuesday night a new iremor 
shook the area which local -off- 
icials reported opened cracks in 
walls of remaining buildings, the 
semi-official Anatolian news age- 
ncy said. It made no mention of 
casualties. 


It was the third tremor to rum- 
ble across the region since the 
major quake struck on Sunday 
morning. 

Australia is to provide 
Australian dollars (S455.0U0i to 
the victims of Turkey's ear- 
thquake disaster. Foreign Min- 
isterBill Hayden said Wednesday. 

The money, which will go to the 
United Nations disaster relieforg- 
anisation and the League of Red 
Cross Societies, would be used to 
-provide food, blankets, medical 
care, clothing and emergency she- 
lter. he said.

Student aid president outlines scholarship opportunities

AMMAN — The Arab Student 
Aid International (ASA!) mem- 
bers of the board of trustees in 
Jordan met here last week with the 
organisation's President Yusuf 
Qutub and heard a report about 
the progress and activities of the 
organisation. 

The ASAI. which has its main 
office based in New Jersey in the 
U.S^was established in 1976 with 
the “aim of helping the Arab stu- 
dents who are qualified but fin- 
ancially in need to be able to go to 
college especially if they are una- 
ble to gain acceptances at Arab 
colleges and universities.’’ Dr. 
Qutub said. 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times. Dr. Qutub said that the 
aim of his visit to Jordan is to dis- 
cuss with the Amman board mat- 
ters related to scholarships, in par- 
ticular to gain approval for sch- 
olarships planned for the fol- 
lowing year, as well as to establish 
a new office in Amman. 

"We have an office here but we 
used to share it with the orphan's 
bommittee and fheKtablishment 
of a new office will enable the org- 
anisation to provide increased 
services to the students.” 

Giving a brief account of the 
scholarships approved during his 
meeting in Amman, Dr. Qutub 
said that 40 scholarships will be 
given to students attending the 
University of Jordan and Yar- 
mouk University. 

In respect to West Bank and 
Gaza Strip universities and voc- 
ational institutes, he said that 
there would be 250 scholarships to 
be distributed amongst the five 
occupied territory universities 
undergraduate students. 

Dr. Qutub added that 25 sch- 
olarships for teachers from uni- 
versities to attend colleges and 
universities overseas in order to 
obtain higher degrees, "provided 
that they return to teach in the 
universities and colleges of the 
West Bank and Gaza” would be 
made available. 

It was also approved that the 
ASAI will offer 40 scholarships to 
students to attend vocational and 
technical institutes in the West

Briefing the Jordan Times on 
the organisation itself. Dr. Qutub 
said that ASAI is a non- 
profit-making organisation and 
has no affiliations with any gov- 
ernment. but is linked to the cit- 
izens. businessmen, est- 
ablishments and corporations con- 
tributing financially to it. 

Services provided 

In respect to the services ren- 
dered by the organisation. Dr. 
Qutub said that the ASAI assists 
any Arab student who wishes to 
register in American. Canadian or 
British colleges or universities. 

Another service the org- 
anisation gives is that if any stu- 
dent is financially in need and is 
qualified — that is an >*<0 per cent 
average grade in their studies — 
then they will be eligible for con- 
sideration for financial aid in the 
■form of an interest-free loan. I he 
ASAI policy is that the student 
should return to the Arab World 
after graduating and repay either 
the loan or the scholarship. 

“Six months after he works, he 
'is expected to begin to.pay back in 
instalments the full amount to the 
organisation. The recommended 
payment is 1 0 per cent of his mon- 
thly salary.” he said. 

Dr. Qutub pointed out that for 
students from the West Bank and 
Gaza the scholarship comes in the 
form of a grant and not a loan but 
“they are restricted in that they 
must go back to their country to 
work there after they graduate; 
this is to preserve the ste- 
adfastness of the people.” 

The third service that the org- 
anisation offers to Arab students 
is orientation and counselling. 
"This kind of assistance is given to 
students before they leave their 
own country, during their study in 
the foreign country and after they 
graduate.” 

In respect to the service given 
during the period of study. Dr. 
Qutub said that they provide stu- 
dents with newsletters, inf- 
ormation and advice regarding 
their studies. 

The final service the org- 
anisation provides is offering job 
placement, he said.

Dr. Outub explained that this 
service is open to any Arab stu- 
dent studying in a foreign country, 
but is mainly geared to students in 
the U.S. “They only have to pre- 
pare a curriculum vitae and the 
organisation will summarise it in a 
newsletter to be sent to various 
businesses, governments and uni- 
versities throughout . the Arab 

World” 

- . He went oiuo say that the new- 
sletter will include the applicant’s 
picture and whether these stu- 
dents have graduated or are about 
to graduate. 

The aim of this service, he said, 
is to encourage Arab businessmen 
to hire these graduates as well as 
to encourage all graduates to work 
.in the Arab World. 

Scholarships and selection 

There are two types of sch- 
olarships. Dr. Qutub said. The 
first is in the form of tuition only 
and is valued at about S3.1HK) per 
year, he said. 

Scholarships, in the form of tui- 
tion. room and board is valued at 
S5.UUO per year, he said. 

He added that students acc- 
epted in high rank colleges and 
universities like Harvard. Pri- 
nceton and the Massachusetts Ins- 
titute of Technology, “their sch- 
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.olaiships would be valued at much 
more.” * 

Asked about how they choose 
the universities. Dr. Qutub said 
lhat the selection is based on the 
need of the student regarding the 
major field of study. 

"The organisation is looking 
more and more into graduating 
scholars rather than just gra- 
duating graduates. 

“At the present time the org- 
anisation is doing a study on what 
the Arab students need in the 
Arab countries for the year 
2.0(10.” . 

In order for the scholarship to 
be renewable, the student must 
maintain a B average all through 
his studies and “as long as he mai- 
ntains this status, the organisation 
will assist him until he gets his 
Ph.D.” 

Dr. Outub pointed out that any 
student who attempts to change 
his visa status from student to a 
permanent visa the organisation 
would cease to aid. 

About the organisation's exp- 
eriences with ASAJ siudenis. Dr. 
Outub said that, since; 1^76. "we 
have had 30H ‘graduates who have 
relumed home worfcmg^in very 
good posts and paying their loans 
regularly." 

Student advice 

He said that the organisation is 
looking forward to establishing an 
ASAI alumni club for "we want 
these graduates to give orientation 
and help to students planning to 
go overseas so as to avoid certain 
mistakes encountered in the past 
and at the same time helping gra- 
duates when they come back to 
adjust to the way of life in their 


country and to help them with 
employment." 

Giving advice to Arab students. 
Dr. Qutub said that it is preferable 
that school graduates enrol in 
local universities and colleges so 
that they have enough time to 
improve in their English language, 
(t will also give them time to mat- 
ure so as to be in a better position 
to face the many problems that 
students abroad face, he said. 

"Some students going abroad 
too young end up in junior and 
community colleges whose sta- 
ndard is not even as high as com- 
munity colleges in Jordan for 
example.” he explained. 

“The credits the student take 
from his country's college or uni- 
versity will all be transferrable 
provided that it is of a good 
score.” he said 

Dr. Qutub said in conclusion 
ihat he feels proud of the progress, 
the organisation has made so tar. 

"We have given since W76. 
1.4(H) scholarships while in the 
past year s 1 . 1 1 million in financial 
aid has been made and that has all 
come from contributors in the 
-Arab World for which I would like 
■to -express -the organisation's 
thanks and appreciation." 

Dr. Qutub also expressed his 
thanks and appreciation to His 
Royal Highness Prince Turki Bin 
Abdul Aziz from Saudi Arabia as 
the new chairman o! the ASAl's 
board of trustees. 

The ASAl's board ot trustees 
consists of 47 members drawn 
from Lebanon. Jordan. Kuwait. 
Qatar. United Arab EmTraies. 
United Kingdom. U.S.. Sudan. 
Saudi Arabia and "we are in the 
process of inviting others", he 
concluded.

THE SITUATION in Lebanon, the Iran-Iraq war and the Syrian- 
Palestinian confrontation are three problems threatening the holding 
of the 14ih Arab summit in Riyadh on schedule this month. Saudi 
Arabia, which is to host the conference, has been trying for some time 
no* to clear the .Arab atmosphere so that the summit, if held, can be 
successful. 

Not all Saudi attempts to reconcile .Arab differences on these and 
other problems have been crowned with success, howe'er, and it is 
now uncertain « hether Rivadh would actually opt to insist on hosting 
the summit on time. 

Saudi .Arabia's diplomatic drive in the past Tew months has foc- 
used on the right issues. But. either Tor Syrian President Hafez A1 
Assad's intransigent attitude towards Palestine Liberatioo Org- 
anisation i PLO) chairman Yasser .Arafat and Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein or Tor otherw ise unforeseen reasons, the Saudi efforts aimed 
at Arab recunciliaton have nearly faltered. 

Lebanon, and national reconciliation there, has been somewhat 
different, as far as Saudi- Sj rian cooperation is concerned. There, the 
Syrian president has had a grudge against the Gemavel government, 
but r=ot big enough u grudge, it seems, to resist Riyadh's efforts to keep 
Arab consultations on Lebanon going. 

For this and the past month. Syria has been employing some int- 
riguing tactics w ith the Saudi .Arabians that might or might not work, 
depending on real Syrian intentions, in holding or delaying the sum- 
mit. Assad's major pre-occupation seems to be that of avoiding having 
to sit dmv n vv ith Arafat around the same table at the Riyadh summit or 
anywhere. If Assad succeeds in his attempts to strip the PLO cha- 
irman of his legitimacy . as he has been trying to do for weeks, then 
there will be no problem for him to go to Riyadh, and maybe even to 
contribute to the summit's success. Barring that, the Syrian regime 
would try e'en thing, including continuing to hold the PLO chairman 
as a hostage in Tripoli, to prevent the Saudis from holding the summit 
as planned. 

Meanwhile, the Iraq -I ran war. the Syrian blockade of the Iraqi oil 
pipeline tu the Mediterranean and the situation in Lebanon remain 
thorny and divisive, but apparently not enough so to prevent .Assad 
from travelling to Riyadh to attend the conference. 

Where the Saudis can achieve most success in removing the 
Assad- Arafat obstacle is yet to be found. They have tried the med- 
iation of Arafat's close adviser, Khaled A1 Hassan. but the attempt is 
understood to have failed. 

However. A1 Hassan is reportedly still in Damascus, and his pre- 
sence there may mean that not ail Saudi energies and hopes for an 
Assad-Arafat conciliation have been completely exhausted. 

Against this backdrop, we can only have hopes for the future. But. 
for any tangible results, we will have to wait and see. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra'i: Desperate need for action 


THE ARAB situation has deteriorated to such a low level that it has 
driven many friends ot the Arabs ia desperation due to our attitude 
and lack ol action to deal with our problems in a proper and efficient 
manner. Foreign Minister Marwan Al Qasem referred to this reality 
in his statement to the National Consultative Council Monday when 
he said that many world nations are now indifferent to our issues and 
our complaints. This attitude is due to our inability and failure to act 
constructively to regain our rights and handle our problems, and also 
due to the constant inter- Arab differences divisions. It is true that 
some countries still otfer us words of sympathy and support, but this 
lip-service and can do nothing to help us achieve our goals. We are a 
divided nation unable to face this fact and totally lack the means to 
confront our challenges and acts of aggression against us. 

The Palestine problem has acquired so much world attention and 
the Arabs have won the support of many nations because they have 
been the victims of aggression. But. because we are not able to do 
anything, we are gradually losing the support of other nations. We 
are not able to take one single step in the right direction and this has 
cost us our credibility in the eyes of many nations. The sad thing 
about the Arab situation is that the Arabs have been the victims of 
their own mischief and internal conflicts rather than aggression by 
external sources. We must act now if we want salvation, otherwise we 
will suffer more defeats and tragedies that will affect our generations 
to come. 

A I Dus tour: Self- analysis not self-pity 

THE BALFOUR Declaration's 6bth anniversary Wednesday 
prompts us to look back and study carefully the situation prevailing in 
the Arab World rather than feel depressed and sad about the tra- 
gedies that have befallen the Arabs. Now we look back over the past 
hall century and contemplate the transformation of the Balfour 
Declaration from a piece of paper into reality and into a Zionist 
entity threatening the Arab World and its future. We must take 
lessons from the past and we must try to tackle the present situation. 
We must examine the methods adopted by our enemy in fulfilling its 
aims in Palestine and study how the enemy was able to occupy this 
land and others in the Golan. Lebanon and Sinai. 

Of course the enemy was supported and backed by imperialist 
forces, but the real defeat of the Arab Nation emanates from our 
weaknesses and divisions. The Balfour Declaration anniversary 
re-opens our wounds but that declaration should serve as a means of 
prompting us to work constructively for the future.

The Israelis maintain that Jordan is forming a rapid 
deployment force despite the official denials by Jordan. The cam- 
paign has a dual aim: to throw suspicion about Jordan's nationalist 
stands prior io the summit conference and so drive a wedge between 
the ranks ot the Arab Nation: and to prevent the U.S. from selling 
Jordan any advanced weapons to defend itself from Zionist agg- 
ression. Jordan is really seeking to arm itself with weapons with 
which to defend its soil and its interests and the arms are needed to 
improve the capabilities of the armed forces pure and simple. 

But everyiime Jordan requests arms from the U.S. the Zionist 
lobby there tries hard to abort that endeavour. The Zionists created a 
tumult and an outcry in the United States when Jordan requested the 
Hawk missiles and did the same thing when Saudi Arabia tried to 
obtain the AW ACS planes.

W. German SPD’s hostility to missile 
deployment worries NATO partners 


Euphoria about shedding the burdens of government scans to be 
blinding the HVsr German Social Democrats to their self-inflicted 
wounds. Jonathan Carr reports. 



BONN - A year alter losing ofl- 
ice. West Germany's Social Dem- 
ocrat Party iSFDj is alienating 
many ol ns iriends and giving 
ammunition to its loes. 

The party is not just turning its 
back on the NATO nuclear mis- 
siles strategy pressed by its former 
chancellor. Mr. Helmut Schmidt. 
It is also undermining some of its 
own hardest-won achievements of 
the post-war period. Yet much of 
tlie party seems so euphoric about 
its release from the burden of coa- 
lition government that it appears 
noL to notice its self-inflicted wou- 
nds. 

Naturally, it is the SPD’s att- 
itude on the missiles issue which 
causes most dismay among West 
Germany’s allies, from Socialist- 
led France to the Republican- 
governed U.S. 

It is recognised that Chancellor 
I lelmut Kohr s centre-right gov- 
ernment has the parliamentary 
majority, and evidently the pol- 
itical will, to go ahead with dep- 
loyment ol new U.S. missiles by 
the end ot this year. But Western 
diplomats tear the SFD’s growing 
hostility to the NATO stance may 
have encouraged the Soviet Union 
to be less flexible in its neg- 
otiations with the U.S. in the hope 
that deployment might be avoided 
alter all. 

From the first, the SPD gave the 
NATO “twin track" (arm and 
negotiate j missiles decision of 
December 1979. only very rel- 
uctant support. Mr. Schmidt had 


to Fight hard and threaten res- 
ignation to keep the party behind 
-him. But. since last October, when 
Mr. Schmidt lost office in a par- 
liamentary no-confidence vole, 
and especially since March, when 
the party lost the general election. 
Social Democrat opposition to the 
NATO strategy has hardened at 
breathtaking speed. 

One regional SPD nrganisaiion 
after another has come out against 
deployment. Mr. Willy Brandt, the 
party chairman, took the same 
stand in a speech to anti-missiles 
demonstrators in Bonn last 
month. Mr. Egon Bahr. the party's 
disarmament expert, recommends 
the West to accept the Soviet 
Union's latest offer in the Geneva 
negotiations. 

In these circumstances, the con- 
gress this month, at which the SPD 
is due formally to decide its att- 
itude on the missiles issue: has 
come to seem superfluous. 

Mr. Schmidt is expected to rep- 
eat at the congress that he con- 
siders the '‘twin track” decision 
correct and will stick to it (despite 
his belief that the superpowers 
wasted too much time before and 
during the negotiations). He is lik- 
ely to be supported by a minority 
of others, including Mr. Hans 
Apel, the former defence min- 
ister. But the party mood is now 
heavily against them. 

It would be wrong to suggest 
that the SPD leadership actively 
pressed the party to oppose dep- 
loyment. On the contrary, the 


executive recommended that the 
issue be kept open until the result 
of the negotiations is known. But 
it did so with such evident lack of 
enthusiasm that it is little wonder 
its advice has been ignored. The 
rank-and-file made the running 
and the "leadership’’ came flo- 
undering in behind. 

Mr. Brandt must bear much of 
the responsibility for this gradual 
breakdown of authority. Few 
would deny he has showD courage 
and the best of intentions as a for- 
mer governing mayor of Berlin 
and as chancellor. But he seems 
temporarily attracted to amb- 
iguity. "I believe in diversity and 
hence in doubt,” he admitted in 
his speech on receiving the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1971 . It is a quality 
which appeals to many people, but 
it is clearly a dangerous one for a 
leader of a great party. 

Since the SPD lost power, Mr. 
Brandt has been stressing that 
"there is a majority to the left*' of 
Chancellor Kohl's Christian 
Democratic Union (CDU).Thisis 
taken to mean that if the SPD 
could scoop up those voters now 
supporting the radical Greens, as 
well as disaffected left-wing lib- 
erals, it would come riding back to 
office. 

This is a dangerous assumption. 
In the March general election, the 


party won 38.2 per cent of the vote 
and the Greens 5.6 per cent, aga- 
inst 48.8 per cent for the CD U and 
its Bavarian ally the Christian Soc- 
ial Union. The liberal Free Dem- 
ocrats (FDPj. who had switched 
from the SPD to support Mr. 
Kohl, won seven per cent. 

In the words, the "majority to 
the Jell" did not exist indeed it 
was even less available than the 
figure above imply. For if the SPD 
had radically adapted its policies- 
to absorb Greens voters, it would 
certainly have lost more of its tra- 
ditional middle-of-the-road sup- 
porters. The march result simply 
continued a message delivered 
time and again by West German 
voters — that elections are won 
neither on the "left” nor the 
"right” but in the centre. 

It is a message the SPD now 
seems in grave danger of for- 
getting, despite its own bitter exp- 
erience. The Social Democrats 
were in opposition for 17 years 
continuously — from 1949 to 
1966. For the first 10 years they 
were not only advocating radical 
left-wing economic polio es but 
bitterly opposed West German 
rearmament and NATO mem- 
bership. For much of the time they 
could muster only around 30 per 
cent of the vote. 


U.S. takes good care of Asian allies’ safety

LONDON — While Western and 
Soviet attention is focused on the 
December deployment of U.S. 
missiles in Europe. Asian cou- 
ntries are worried about a buildup 
of Soviet nuclear weapons in their 
own backyard. 

<Moscow is expanding its arsenal 
of mobile, accurate, triple- 
warhead SS-2U missiles in Soviet 
Asia. Japanese and western arms 
experts report. 

In working out its bargaining 
positions in " Euroraissile" talks in 
Geneva, the United States says it 
has been careful to take account of 
the security concerns of Japan, a 
firm ally pledged not to develop 
nuclear weapons itself. 

It is also aware of the matching 
concerns of China, which is exp- 
loring arms purchases from Was- 
hington while seeking to mend 


fences with Moscow after years of 
confrontation. 

Japanese leaders have publicly 
accepted U.S. assurances on the 
issue, and President Reagan will 
stress his awareness of their sec- . 
urity fears when he visits Tokyo 
next month. 

“We do not intend to forget 
them in all of this." a U.S. official 
in London says. "That is certainly 
an important part of hi$ trip.” 

Japan. China and smaller Asian 
nations friendly to the West, such 
as South Korea, the Philippines 
and Thailand, need reassurance 
because Moscow's Asian-based 
SS-20$. about one-third of its total 
arsenal of more than 35U such 
weapons, are an important bar- 
gaining chip in the Geneva talks. 

"They don’t like loose talk 
about scrapping missiles in Eur- 
ope and not in Asia." says a wes- 
tern military analyst. "And they 
don't like the idea of SS-20*s pul- 


led out of Europe being wheeled 
to the Far East.” 

Soviet President Yuri And- 
ropov sought to remove Japanese 
and Chinese fears last August, say- 
ing that SS-20s removed from 
Europe under a U.S.-Soviet agr- 
eement to limit medium-range* 
missiles would be destroyed, not 
moved to Soviet Asia. 

Japan welcomed the pledge 
with reservations. Western off- 
icials were quick to point out that 
it would not preclude Moscow's 
stationing brand new SS-20s in 
Asia because a freeze on SS-20 
deployments in 19X2 applied only 
to European regions of the Soviet 
Union. 

Japan reported this month that 
the Soviet Union was already bui- 
lding up its Asian arsenal of SS- 
20s. the most modern Soviet mid- 
range land-based missile. 

The Japanese Defence Ministry 
said three new SS-20 bases were 


being built in the Far East, each 
capable of launching nine missiles. 
.They would take the number of 
SS-20s in the Soviet Far East from 
108 to 135. a senior ministry off- 
icial said. 

The Soviet Union says its mis- 
sile force in Asia is needed to cou- 
nter U.S. nuclear weapons in 
Japan and South Koreaand on the 
Indian Ocean island base of Diego 
Garcia. It says Soviet targets thr- 
oughout Siberia and Soviet Asia 
are in range. 

Soviet Fb reign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko prompted a swift Jap- 
anese denial and protest Iasi April 
when he described Japan’s sou- 
thern island of Okinawa as a huge 
nuclear weapons base. 

Mr. Gromyko accused the Uni- 
ted States of seeking to drag Asia- 
into the Geneva negotiations on 
missile levels in Europe. “Why 
should we drag Asia into this?" he 
asked.. 


Too many cars, 
meagre revenue

THE MULTITUDE of cars 
used by University of Jordan's 
students prompts us to call on 
the government to double the 
customs duty imposed on the 
importation of cars. Wealthy 
citizens who pay JD 4.00U to 
buy cars for their 1 7-year-old 
son s and daughters could easily 
afford to pay JD 6.000. By inc- 
reasing customs duty on pri- 
vate cars we should achieve a 
social balance between (he chi- 
ldren of the rich and those of 
needy farmers and bedouins. 

The increase in customs duty 
would no doubt leave the gov- 
ernment with sufficient funds 
to spend on the maintenance of 
roads, highways and int- 
ersections with the purpose of 
facilitating the flow of cars and 
easing traffic congestion on the 
university road. 

In the United States as well 
as other countries, drivers are 
required to pay fees for using 
multi-lane highways and the 
money is collected for the gov- 
ernment by a firm which also 
undertakes road maintenance 
operations. 

The Ministries of Transpon 
and Public Works should have 
Jorseen the heavy transport 
' along the Desert Highway to 
/. Aqaba and should have st udied 
very carefully all implications 
and consequences of allowing 
heavy-load lorries to run on 
that highway causing severe 
damage to the road. Thousands 
of such lorries have been all- 
owed to run along that road . 
everyday but. regrettably, no 
proper control measures have 
been imposed on their weights 
or their loads. The government 
should have imposed "special 
fees” on lorries using that road. 
It is really unreasonable to 
allow truck -owners to get wea- 
lthier everyday while the cou- 
ntry is made to suffer. It is also 
unfair to see a number of wea- 
lthy citizens buying cars for the 
children at the university while 


the government is forced to 
borrow money to build roads 
for these cars. We would have 
loved to see our government 
acting as a " compassionate 
parent" towards hs citizens and 
carrying out the construction 
and maintenance of roads wit- 
hout imposing extra tax or fees. 
But our country is poor and 
possesses no vast oil fields. 
Ours is a country that belongs 
to the Third World, that has 
meagre natural resources and. 
therefore, the government 
should put the citizens face to 
face with their responsibilities. 
I suggest the government dou- 
ble customs duty on the imp- 
ortation of luxury products. 
Cars and lorries must finance 
the construction and mai- 
ntenance of roads in the cou- 
ntry.. and citizens have to pay 
duty for purchasing ref- 
rigerators. washing machines, 
television and video sets. 
Those who really benefit from 
electricity are those who buy 
electrical appliances and equ- 
ipment. Those who benefit 
most from water, especially the 
rich and those who own big 
gardens, should be made to pay 
for the cost of drawing water to 
the city and for supplying vil- 
lages with water. Farmers in 
the Jordan Valley should be 
charged the cost of maintaining 
irrigation canals and agr- 
icultural roads . v atizens who 
build homes that cost one mil- 
lion dinars should be made to 
pay to the municipality, at least 
half the cost of building the 
wide street that runs in front of 
their luxurious residence, and 
for the trees planted along-side 
that street. Municipalities sho- 
uld be granted the power to col- 
lea tax and the government 
should amend outdated laws so 
as io make them more suitable 
for the new situation and the 
realities of the modem age. 

We are invited to create new 
concepts of a modern state in 
which responsible citizens int- 
eract and fully cooperate with a 
responsible government to ach- 
ieve progress in various fields. 


Other Caribbeans 
are at odds with 
Reaganomics

BRIDGETOWN, Barbara uter — 
The U.S. invasion of Granada is 
likely to prove a severe test of 
unity in the English-speaking Car- 
ibbean and raise questions over 
the balance of power in the region, 
according to diplomats. 

U.S. forces and troops from six 
Caribbean states are mopping up 
final pockets of resistance on Gre- 
nada. ending an eventful chapter 
in the history of the small spice 
island .which saw a military coup 
and the death of Prime Minister 
Murice Bishop last week. 

As U.S. military transport pla- 
nes evacuated some 500 Arne-, 
rican citizens, rumbles of opp- 
osition to the invasion began to be 
beard in neighbouring Caribbean 
countries. 

Mr. Bishop’s leftist policies and 
failure to hold elections bad been 
a major headache for the 13 for- 
mer British colonies that form the" 
Caribbean Community . (CAR- 
1COM). But the group held back 
from intervening in Grenada's 
internal affairs. 

The American strike. -Was- 
hington’s first direct intervention 
in the region since U.S. Marines 
landed in the Dominican Republic 
in 1965, has not won total support 
in the Caribbean. 

Guyana, the only CARICOM 
member to have opposed Gre- 
nada's suspension from the 10- 
year-old grouping last week, con- 
demned the invasion. Trinidad 


and Tobago also denounced it. 

Guyana's President Forbes 
Burnham said his government 
would not recognise any Grenada 
administration installed by U.S. 
forces and said the participation of 
Caribbean troops threatened the 
future of CARICOM. 

“It (the invasion) has caused 
very sharp division and it is not 
possible for CARICOM leaders to 
meet at this time," he told a press 
conference in Georgetown Sun- 
day. 

Prime Minister George Cha- 
mbers voiced Trinidad and Tob- 
ago's disapproval when he told 
parliament that "military int- 
ervention had been imported into 
the Commonwealth Caribbean”. 
He regretted a purely CARICOM 
diplomatic solution was not pur- 
sued. 

The plan worked out last week 
between Jamaica. Barbados and 
some of the Eastern Caribbean 
islands went well beyond previous 
CARICOM policy statements and 
threatened to create a serious rift- 
in the organisation, diplomats 
said. 

Mr. Chambers said the invasion 
had created a dangerous pre- 
cedent in the region and that a 
decision to send troops to Gre- 
nada should have been put to 
CARICOM parliaments.

The villagers of the Bavarian alpine village of Oberammergau 
* first performed their Passion play in 1634, a ypar aftpr a plaguy 
had swept throogh the community. It hhs been performed at 
' regul^mtcrvals for more than 300 years. Next year, a Passion 
play will commemorate the 350th anniversary of the first per- 
formance. As preparations grow, a curbos off-stage drama is 
in the making. R involves an old rule that forbids women to 
take part unless they are under 35 and unmarried. 


Bavarian Constitutional Court 
judges will shortly rule on whether 
women are entitled to take pan in 
• the Oberammergau Passion play if 
they are married and over 35. 

The time-honoured rule, rea- 
ffirmed by a July 19X2 parish cou- 
ncil ruling for the 19X4 Passion, 
play, says women actors must be 
spinsters of unblemished rep- 
utation and under 35. 

After two hours of discussion at. 
their latest hearing the panel of 
nine judges are to issue a final rul- 
ing on December. 

The case was taken to court by 
Oberammergau carpenter Xaver 
Seemuller. 54. who felt the tra- 
ditional stipulation was a breach 
of fundamental civil rights. 

Dressed in a grey loose jacket 
typical of Austria and southern 
Germany and graced by the long 
beard one has come to expect of 
the Passion play villagers. See- 
muller told the couii personally 
and without legal assistance why 
he. had sought its assistance. 

As a child, in 1 934. he had wan- 
ted to take pan in the play. He was 
allowed to grow his hair long. 
Then, one day. his enraged father 
had shorn his locks. 

The parish council had suddenly ■ 
ruled that only children aged- at 
least six could take part, and 


Xaver was still a five-year-old. 

This was something he had 
never forgotten because the fee 
earned by children who took pan 
50 years ago was more than his 
father earned in a month. 

With the passage of time he 
grew increasingly convinced of a 
viewpoint he put like this: 

“Whenever money is at stake, 
restrictions, are imposed on those 
entitled to take pan. and J don't 
like it.” 

In 1975. for instance, the parish- 
council gave the go-ahead for a 
play with no restrictions whatever, 
but only because no fees were to 
be paid for rehearsals. 

As it happened. 7.000 people 
turned up to take pan: for Nothing 
except perhaps, the greater glory 
of God. • •, • 

For the regular Passion play as 
performed every 10 years there 
has, however, been an unwritten - 
rule that women may only take 
pan if they are unmarried and 
under 35 when the season starts. 

In -bygone days .the rule was 
even stricter. Women had to be 
virgins: 

Women of whatever age were 
not allowed to vote in the elections 
to the play committee, a body that 
is responsible for casting and for 
all manner of details before and - 


after the play season. 

Seemuller went to coun before 
the 19X0 season, lodging a con- 
stitutional appeal against the dis- 
franchisement of women. 

The coun that is dealing with 
this latest appeal was unable to 
arrive at a judgment on votes for 
women because, it safd, there was 
ho legal provision on which it 
could base a judgement. 

- If there had been, the coun said, 
an appeal could well have been 
allowed. 

Oberammergau parish council 
there-upon decided that women 
were to be given the vote/subjeci 
to the restrictions on taking part in 
the play. 

The Passion play committee, if 
further ruled, was to have both the 
parish priest and his Protestaht 
counterpart as co-opted members. 

The council's decision was pin- 
ned to the parish notice board but 
it could still not be described as a 
binding legal requirement. 

“It’s the same old crick," See-' 
' muller told the court, in which as it 
happens women are no more rep? 
resented than they are in Obe- 
rammergau parish council. 

“Why” he asked the .blue- 
robed justices beneath the Bav- 
arian coat of arms, “when a male 
pensioner, can earn an extra 
OvIrijNlli to DM1O.OU0 as an 
extra in the Passion play season, 
can a female pensioner not-do so? 

“ Why is it that older women and 
married women can only work as 
cloakroom and toilet attendants? 
Why is the cash the play earns not 
evenly distributed? The chief jus- 
tice was similarly at a loss to acc- 
ount for this state of affaire. Was 
it. he wondered, simply that the 


people of Obera.mmergaufelt they 
were a law unto themselves? 

Had they given no thought wha- 
tever to the idea of equal rights for 
women in the Passion play? Or 
were they still of the opinion that a 
woman's place was in the home? 

Maybe, he suggested, a fou- 
ndation or the villagers as a whole 
could be entrusted with res- 
ponsibility for. the Passion play. 
Perhaps it was time for the parish 
council to stand down. 

Helmut Fischer, the lawyer rep- 
resenting the paris council and 
the 1970 Jesus, said the idea of 
entrusting someone else with res- 
ponsibility had been set aside once 
and for all in 1929. 

All attempts by Oberammergau 
women to gain election to the par- 
ish council had likewise failed. He 
feltthis was a great pity, given that 
women 1 were an “enlivening ele- 
ment and at times also a brake." 

As for the restrictions on taking 
pan that apllied to women- only. 
Fischer II (another Obe- 
rammergauer of the same name, 
sides -with the reformers) argued 
that they were part of the tra- 
dition. 

It was. he said, a tradition that 
had never been caDed into que- 
stion by the women themselves. It. 
- had also proved necessary. 

During the play season women 
were increasingly needed at home, 
he argued. They had to look after 
thousands of visitors. 

Besides, his personal imp- 
ression was the women over 35 
were not particularly interested in 
taking part in the play as members 
of the cast. 

But where they were urgently 
needed the council was prepared 


to make exceptions. Married and 
older women were allowed to take 
part in the choir and to make the 
constumes. 

These rules and exceptions had 
made Herr Seemuller wonder 
whether the men whose views 
counted m the village were as 
pious. God-fearing and honest ss 
they might be. 

But the vow the village made 
350 years ago after an epidemic of 
plague, he told the court, was 
being manipulated for reasons of 
power politics. 

So he now hopes to get equal 
rights tor all villagers vindicated in 
Munich, though he had originally 
wanted to take his case straight to 
the Federal Constitutional Court 
in Karlsruhe. 

But. he added, as a Bavarian 
citizen he preferred to rely on a 
Bavarian court. This was a sen- 
timent That met with the court’s 
wholehearted approval. 

To begin with. Xaver Seemuller 
only wanted to end discrimination 
of wqmen in elections to the Pas- 
sion play committee, but a ref- 
erence to the further-reaching 
consequences was promptly taken 
up by the court. 

The nine judges now propose to 
rule on whether the exclusion of. 
many village women from the cast 
can be reconciled with con- 
stitutional guarantees of equal 
rights. 

It is doubtful whether the 
court’s ruling wiJJ come in time to 
have the slightest effect on the 
19X4 season. Seats for all per- 
formances have already sold out. 
— Allgemeine Zeilung Mainz.

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Ministry aims to develop 
soccer, Abu Nowar says 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Minister of Culture and Youth 
Ma’an Abu Nowar said here Tuesday night that the 
aims of his ministry and those of the Jordanian 
, Football Federation (JFF) are to develop soccer in 
Jordan and recruit youths and sportsmen that can 
represent and serve their country and society and set 
a good example to others in this field. 


Speaking in an interview bro- 
adcast by Jordan Television. Mr. 
Abu Nowar said that his ministry 
is keen on developing the psy- 
chological fitness of players to 
enable them to present a brave 
and sportsmanlike performance 
on the field; and it is also int- 
erested in developing in the pla- 
yers a spirit of competence, a 
sense of belonging and coo- 
peration. 

In the interview conducted a 
number of reporters for the daily 
newspapers Mr. Abu Nowar said 
that in 19M. Jordan had 30 clubs 
and 2.000 players and 20 referees, 
and their activities were limited. 
At present, he said. Jordan has 
133 sports clubs and 100 referees 
of whom seven are recognised int- 


ernationally. The number of foo- 
tball players registered with the 
JFF now stands at S.127 who use 
45 playgrounds in the country, the 
minister added. 

Referring to the competitions in 
which the players take part, the 
minister said that the JFF org- 
anises: The Jordan Cup. The JFF 
Shield, and Cup Winners Cup 
competitions. 


The minister revealed that the 
JFF donated a total of JD 60.000 
to charitable societies over the 
past three years. The J FF. he exp- 
lained. is financed by the proceeds 
of matches fees which amounted 
to JD 4.SO,0D0 in 19S2 and JD 
300,000 so far this year. 

According to Mr. Abu Nowar, 
Jordan's national football team 
has played S4 matches so far and 
JFF has been dispatching referees 
to Britain for further training and 
has invited several world known 
referees to give lectures in Jordan. 

The minister announced that 
the JFF wiD cooperate with the. 
Ministry of Education for upg- 
rading football standards and tra- 
ining school student. 


A1 Hajri leads the field in Oman rally 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Gulf Champion Said AJ Hajri of Qatar and his 
British co-driver John Spiller head the field for the three-day Oman 
international Car Rally starring Wednesday night over 1 .750 kms

Thirty-one cars are due to set out on the first 6 60- km (412 mile) 
leg of the rally, part of the annual Gulf-Rally Challenge. 


Visiting Chinese volleyball 
team beats Yarmouk 


IRB1D (J.T.j — The visiting Chi- 
nese universities volleyball team, 
beat Yarmouk University team 
3-0 in a friendly match held at 
Yarmouk University Tuesday. 
The Chinese won 15-4, 15-3, 
15-4. 

Earlier Tuesday the Chinese 
delegation attended a press con- 
ference with members of the Jor- 
danian Volleyball Federation. 
The federation's Chairman Moh- 
ammad Bazadough made a brief 
speech welcoming the Chinese 
delegation in Jordan. “The fed- 
eration is keen on maintaining 
cooperation in sports affairs with 
friendly nations,'', he said. 

The delegation's visit is in imp- 
lementation of a cultural protocol 
between Jordan and the People's 
Republic of China. 

The federation has drawn up a 
programme for the delegation to 
tour the country. This entails visits, 
to tourist and archaeological pla- 
ces in addition to playing four 
matches at the Sports City, the 
University of Jordan and Yar- 
mouk University. 

At the press conference the 
head of the Chinese delegation 


emphasised that the visit is for an 
exchange of experience and exp- 
ertise with the purpose of imp- 
roving volleyball standards and 
also for bolstering relations bet- 
ween Jordan and China. 

According to the cultural att- 
ache at the Chinese Embassy here, 
China had dispatched a volleyball 
coach who worked for two years 
with the Jordanian Armed Forces. 
China is willing to send another 
coach if requested, he said. Next 
year, however, China will send to 
Jordan handball and athletics coa- 
ches in implementation of the cul- 
tural agreement, he said.

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Officials say loan pact to 
Brazil will go ahead 


WASHINGTON (R) V: A fin- 
ancial rescue package for debt- 
plagued Brazil is almost certain to 
be approved by commercial banks 
and the International Monetary' 
Fuad (IMF/ this month, senior 
Reagan administration officials 
said Tuesday. 

A spokesman said Brazil's cen- 
tral bank governor Mr. Affonso 
Pastore will tell IMF officials and 
commercial bankers that Brazil 
will keep official spending in line 
with agreed targets'. 

During a recent ^orid lour. Mr. 
Pastore canvassed the commercial 
banks for S6.5 billion of new loans 
and the officials said commitments 
to raise those funds are almost 
complete. 

They also said the IMP app- 
eared ready to resume disbursing 
a previously suspended S4.9 bil- 
lion loan when it meets on Nov.' 
IX. 

All other elements of an Sll 
billion rescue package depend on 


the IMF approval, which' was 
thrown into doubt last month 
when Brazil’s government, was 
unable to force a harsh wa^e ind- 
exation law through Congress. 

The wage law was pari of an 
economic adjustment programme 
Brazil had already agreed with the 
IMF. But the. officials said a more 
moderate indexation proposal, 
expected to be passed by the Con- 
gress in the next two weeks, see- 
med acceptable to the IMF. 

One official said as long as Bra- 
zil tried to meet the economic tar- 
gets it set with the fund, the met- 
hod by which they were reached, 
such as the wage law, was not cru- 
cial. 

The original proposal set pay 
increases at rill per cent of inf- 
lation. but the new measure will 
guarantee all salaried workers 
earning up to SI 30 a month — 
four-fifths of the work force — 
pay rises equivalent to the full inf- 
lation rate.

NEWS IN BRIEF 


GATT sets up new body 

GENEVA (R) — The world trade organisation. General Agr- 
eement on Tariff and Trade (GATT; announced Tuesday the 
formation of a new unit to investigate non-tariff restrictions imp- 
osed against imports. Officials at GATT believe the restrictions — 
which include such technical barriers as complicated safety sta- 
ndards and licensing schemes — have become more pervasive in 
recent years as the general level of protection through tariffs has 
declined. Mr. Arthur Dunkel, director-general of GATT, ann- 
ounced the esta blishment of the trade policies division at a mee- 
ting of GATTs council of representatives. 

Arab fund lends Rabat $24m 

RABAT (OPECNA) — The Arab Fund for Economic and Social 
Development will extend S24 million to Morocco for an agr- 
icultural development project. The S54.75 million project in the 
Lokkous valley involves the construction of flood channels, land 
levelling, irrigation and drainage systems and consultancy ser- 
vices.

U.S., E.C. to hold talks in Dec. 

WASHINGTON (R) — A top-level U.S. delegation will visit 
Brussels on Dec. 9 for talks with the European Community (E.C. ) 
on escalating trade differences. U.S. Agriculture Secretary John 
Block said Tuesday. Apart from himself, the group will include 
Secretary of State Mr. George Shultz. Treasury Secretary Donald 
Regan and U.S. trade representative Mr. Bill Brock, vfr. Block 
told a news conference. Differences over agricultural trade sub- 
sidies will be “the hottest item on the agenda.” he said. 

Official warns against oil price war 

CARACAS (R) — Venezuelan Energy Minister Jose Moreno 
Leon warned Tuesday that an oil price war could erupt if excess 
world production is maintained, “if excess production is not sto- 
pped the current structure of prices could be in jeopardy and a 
price war could be started in the short term.” Mr. Moreno told a 
press conference. Mr. Moreno Leon said world excess production 
amounted to about two million barrels per day (b/d). He added 
that OPEC members had overshot their output by about tflKMXK) 
b'd with the remaining 1 .2 million b/d of excess production com- 
ing from non-OPEC countries. 

IDB approves loan to Tunisia 

JEDDAH (OPECNA) —The Islamic Development Bank (IDB) 
has approved a 510 million loan for Tunisia to import cotton. 
Meanwhile, IDB’s investments at the beginning of 19X2 stood at 
S9U9 million in XI projects according to its president Mr. Ahmad 
Mohammed Ali. Mr. Ali said the bank had so far approved SI 54 
million to finance 5U educatjonaLand- human .development pro- - 
jects in 3 1 countries, of which nine were not IDB members. 

U.K. economic recovery may slow 

LONDON (R) — Economic recovery in Britain is continuing but' 
may slow slightly in the next four months, the British employers’ 
organisation said Tuesday. But the recovery would not die away 
entirely, at least over that period, the Confederation of British 
Industry added in comments on its latest quarterly survey of 
industrial firms. The survey showed that production costs were 
rising more slowly chan at any time for 20 years with firms still 
unable to compete on prices overseas. 

Israelis rush to buy dollars 


TEL AVIV (R) — A finance ministry ban on foreign currency 
purchases sent hundreds of Israelis scunying to Tel Aviv's black 
market Tuesday in the hope of buying dollars. Israelis fearing a 
further downward adjustment of the shekel, which was devalued 
by 1X.7 percent last month, bought 510 million in the country’s 
banks Monday.

Thyssen, Krupp merger plan fails 


BONN (R) — The planned merger of West Ger- 
many’s two biggest steelmakers, seen as a key ele- 
ment in Bonn’s strategy to puli the industry out of 
crisis, has failed, the economics ministry said Wed- 
nesday. 


The industrial groups Thyssen 
and Krupp told the ministry that a 
merger of their steel operations 
would not take place as Thyssen 
had rejected the government's 
offer of extra aid to smooth the 
link-up. 

Economics Minister Otto Lam- 
bsdorff last week offered the com- 
panies 500 million marks (51X9 
million) towards the merger and 
gave them until Wednesday to 
reply to his “final offer”. 

The merger had been under dis- 
cussion for over a year and was 
seeo in Bonn as a means of eve- 
ntually forcing other West Ger- 
man steel companies to liok. thus 
enabling the industry to combat 
slumping demand, excess capacity 
and cheap imports. 

The deal seemed to have a cha- 


nce Of success until problems eme- 
rged over state aid. 

The firms’ demand for 1 .2 bil- 
lion dollars (S453 million) was 
rejected by the centre-right gov- 
ernment, which had originally off- 
ered 300 million marks (SI 1 3 mil- 
lion). 

The ministry said in a statement 
that Mr. Lambsdorff did not want 
to say whose fault the failure was., 
but that it meant the loss of about 
400 million marks (5150 million) 
a year in possible savings through 
rationalisation benefits. 

The West German steel ind- 
ustry had lost trchance to improve 
its competitiveness, the statement 
added. 

Thyssen made no immediate 
comment, although a Krupp spo- 
kesman said the company had 


USSR to rush 
wheat to Kabul 

ISLAMABAD (R) — The Soviet Union has agreed to provide 
Afghanistan with 20.000 tonnes of wheat immediately and a further 
lX0,u(K) tonnes over the next year. Western diplomats here said 
Wednesday. 

Quoting official press reports from Kabul, they said half of the 
200.000 tonne supply would be given as a grant in aid and the other 
half sold to Kabul in exchange for other Afghan goods. 

They could not say whether the accord for immediate delivery 
indicated any food shortages in the country, which has been battling 
guerrillas since the Soviet intervention there in 1979. 

But they noted Kabul suddenly bought 20.0U0 tonnes of Soviet 
wheat last March to overcome officially admitted shortages. 

The agreement was signed last week during a visit to Kabul by a 
Soviet trade delegation, which also agreed to provide Afghanistan 
with 42X.20U tonnes of petroleum and petroleum products between 
next January and March 1 9X5. 

The diplomats quoted an Afghan government spokesman as say- 
ing Kabul would buy 100,000 tonnes to petrol, 150.U0U tonnes of 
standard kerosene from Moscow under the agreement. 

It would also receive 95,000 tonnes of diesel oil and 3.0(H) tonnes 
of kerosene free of charge and 5.700 tonnes of diesel oil and 4.500 
tonnes of petrol to be paid for with low- interest loans. 

The diplomats added that Kabul would also purchase 60.000 
tonnes of Soviet sugar. 1 1,70(1 tonnes of which would be covered by 
low-cost loans, arid M^cow would provide a further 20.1MKI tonnes 
of sugar free. 

A recent commentary by the official news agency Bakhtar said the 
volume of Afghanistan’s trade with the communist trading bloc 
Comecon tripled from after the 197s communist coup to March 
19X2. 

Trade rose from S221 million annually by March 1979 to SK02 
million 'by March 19x2. it said. 

As Kabul tied its economy closer into the Comecon system, its 
exports to Soviet bloc states rose from 37 per cent of all sales abroad 
in March 1979 to nearly 62 per cent in March I9S2 while imports 
from Comecon went from 27 to nearly 60 per cent of all imports 
during the same period, Bakhtar said.

' NEW YORK (R) — A prominent pollster has told 
black civil rights leader Jesse Jackson that his can- 
didacy for the Democratic presidential nomination 
could determine the result of next year's election. 


Pollster Lou Harris, appearing 
with Mr. Jackson at a press con- 
ference Tuesday night, said that if 
Mr. Jackson's voter registration 
drive brought enough new black 
and hispanic electors to the polls 
next November there would be no 
way President Reagan could win 
re-election. 

But Mr. Harris said that if Mr. 
Jackson lost the Democratic pre- 
sidential nominaiton and then ran 
as an independent, he saw no way 
the Democrats could recapture 
the White House. 

Mr. Jackson replied that h was 
not his intention now to mount an 
independent run for the pre- 
sidency. He added: “We intend to 
fight for a new covenant with the 
Democratic Party. We want a fair 
return on our investment"*. 

The 42-year-old Baptist min- 


ister and civil rights leader ann- 
ounced on Sunday that he would 
enter the battle for the Dem- 
ocratic presidential nomination. 

He will make his formal pre- 
sidential announcement speech on 
Thursday in Washington. 

According to Harris. Mr. Jac- 
kson does not stand a chance of 
winning the Democratic nom- 
ination but will come third among 
the eight contenders. 

Mr. Jackson, however, said he 
thought he had a chance, if only a 
mathematical one. He added that 
the point of his candidacy was to 
lead thousands of blacks and his- 
panics into fighting for nom- 
inations to other offices in 19S4. 

Mr. Harris said his latest figures 
showed Mr. Jackson with seven 
per cent of Democratic support, 
compared with front-runner Wai- 


ter Mondale's 43 per cent and 23 
per cent for Sen. John Glenn, who 
is in second place. 

The pollster also said that Mr. 
Mondale had a clear lead of 43 to 
28 per cent over Mr. Jackson in 
support from blacks. 

Mr. Jackson rejected charges 
made earlier in the day by rabbi 
Meir Kahane. the head of the mil- 
itant Jewish Defence League, that 
he was anti-semitic. 

At a press conference in New 
York, rabbi Kahane called Mr. 
Jackson “an anti-semitic pig” and 
said he would show up at Mr. Jac- 
kson's Washington speech on 
Thursday to disrupt it. 

Mr. Jackson said he wanted to 
set the record straight by stating 
clearly that he supported the right 
of Israel to exist within secure 
boundaries. 

The black leader's relations 
with some members of the U.S. 
Jewish community have been str- 
ained since he made a fact-finding 
trip to the Middle East on which 
he met Palestine Liberation Org- 


anisation ( PLO ) chief Yasser Ara- 
fat.

Mr. Harris also said that Sen. 
Glenn's campaign for nomination 
is being hurt by the new film “The 
Right Stuff, which tells of his car- 
eer as an astronaut. 

“There is no question that the 
film “The Right Stuff is hurting 
Glenn because it is making people 
think of him as only an ex- 
astronaut and they are forgetting 
that he has had eight years in the 
U.S. Senate,” Mr. Harris said. 

The Pollster added: “He has to 
break through as a serious issues 
candidate.

The day they bombed ‘Bedlam’

ST. GEORGE’S, Grenada (R| 
— The young mental patient 
took a break from scrawling in 
chalk on the walls of his cell and 
whispered his memories of the 
day of the bombing. 

“All the attendants ran away 
to the fort to hide,” he said, 
“and they sent the planes to get 
me.” 

It has been a week since the 


280-bed psychiatric hospital on 
Richmond Hill was bombed at 
the start of the (J.S.-led inv- 
asion of Grenada and men from 
a local undertaker's still come 
looking for bodies. 

They seldom leave empty 
handed. 

So far there have been no 
large-scale efforts by men and 
machines to separate the fla- 
ttened storeys, so nobody 
knows yet exactly how many 


bodies remain. 

The hospital’s own tally of 
the dead is 12, the undertaker's 
total is 16. There is a general 
belief that the number will rise, 
a belief strongly supported by 
the all-pervading stench. 

Hospital workers were quick 
to say that they do not blame the 
Americans. They said invasion 
day was a time of wild con- 
fusion, with Grenadian soldiers 
firing from the hospital gro- 


unds at U.S. planes, drawing 
return fire and bombs on the- 
mselves, the staff and the ma- 
in tes. 

Velma Spair, an attendant 
who worked all through “D- 
day,” said that as fighting con- 
tinued through the morning the 
Grenadian People’s Rev- 
olutionary Army iPRA) grew 
desparale for manpower. 

“They came in here looking 
for people to help them. 


U.K. mass killer described as ‘cool, cunning liar’ 


LONDON ( R j — Mass strangler 
Dennis Nilsen was described to a 
jury' as a cool, cunning liar who 
chose to murder and enjoyed it. 

" You are dealing with someone 
who likes killing people.” pro- 
secutor Allan Green told the jury 
in his dosing speech of the seven- 
day-old trial. 

The 37-year-old civil servant. 


who served briefly as a trainee pol- 
iceman. admits only the lesser 
charge of manslaughter on the 
grounds of a mental disorder. 

The prosecutorsaid Nilsen. who 
burned his victims on bonfires or 
boiled them after dissecting the 
bodies, relished a “power of life, 
power of death.”

DEAR MR. GOREN 


Q-— I open four-card majors. 
What constitutes a biddable 
major suit? And what do yon 
need to raise opener’s major 
when it might be only lour 
cards long? Please don’t cop 
out on me by saying it 
depends on psrtnership 
agreement. I would really 
lilre to get an honest and 
open answer.— J.M., Nor- 
wich, Conn. 

{This question has been 
awarded the weekly prize.) 
A.— There is no need to cop 
out on either of these ques- 
tions. My answers are those 
that I have stated as long as I 
have played this game. 

Normally, a biddable 
major suit should contain at 
least 4 points in the suit 
itself. There is one exception: 
a suit as good as Q-J-10-x can 
be opened. Note that this 
restriction does not apply to 
a minor suit. You might have 
to open a four-card minor 
that does not contain a single 
honor card. Indeed, you 
might even be forced to make 
a convenient bid in a three- 
card minor. 

You should try to avoid 
raising partner’s major-suit 
opening bid unless you have 
either four-card support or 
three-card support headed by 
one of the three top honors. 
Don’t worry about the 
possibility that partner has 
only four cards in the suit — 
that is his problem. Just 
because you open four-card 
majors doesn't mean that 
partner isn't allowed to hold 


five or more cards in the suit 
that he bidsl By making your 
natural response, you will 
find that, in the long run, you 
wifi get to the best spot. 

More interesting is what 
to do if you open one of a 
minor and partner responds 


in a major. Consider these 
hands after you have opened 
one diamond and partner has 
responded one spade: 

a) ♦Kxx^xx 0 AQxxx+Axx 

b) ♦ xxx C Kx 0 AQxxx ♦ Axx 

Both have the same point 

count and distribution. The 
difference is only the location 
of the honor card in the 
major suits. With hand a), 
you don’t want to rebid one 
no trump without a stopper 
in the unbid major, and you 
should avoid re bidding a five- 
card suit if possible, especial- 
ly one of such poor quality. 
The obvious rebid, therefore, 
is to raise partner to two 
spades. 

Hand b) is different. This 
time your support consists of 
three low cards and you have 
a stopper in the unbid major. 
Now I prefer a rebid of one 
no trump. 

The strength of the hand 
also has a bearing on your 
rebid: • 

c) *Kxx Vx OKJxxx ♦Am 

d) +Kxx 0 KJxxx * AKxx 

With hand c), raise part- 
ner’s spade response to two 
spades. But with hand d) 
rebid two dubs, intending to 
support spades at your next 
turn. The difference between 
the two sequences is that the 
latter shows extra values.

A psychiatrist testifying for the 
prosecution said Tuesday he had 
studied Nilsen and found no evi- 
dence of any mental disorder. 

Paul Bowden said neither kil- 
ling people nor the overwhelming 
desire to kill was in itself a sign of 
personality disorder. 

Dr. Bowden said Nilsen was not 
the detached, unbalanced killer 
portrayed by his lawyers but had 
shown sadness and even remorse 
in interviews with him.

of Lockheed aircraft while he was 
prime minister from I l J72 to 1 ‘>74. 

Opposition parties have boy- 
cotted parliament, hoping to force 
Mr. Tanaka's resignation from the 
house of representatives. Bui Mr. 
Tanaka, still a powerful backstage 
figure nine years after leaving off- 
ice. refused to quit and Mr. Nak- 
asone declined to make him go. 

Most opposition leaders are in 
favour of an early election, hoping 
the Tanaka scandal will cost the 
LDP votes, but some LDP leaders 
helie\e the effect of the Tanaka 
case will have worn off by Dec- 
ember. 


Non-party elections good 
for Pakistan, Zia says 


NEW DELHI (Ri — Pakisrani 
President Mohammad Zia- 
Ul-Haq was quoted Wednesday as 
saying he favours returning the 
country to democracy through 
non-party polls to avoid divisive 
partisan politics. 

He told the Indian Express 
newspaper a non-party election 
would be strictly one-off mes&urc 
to ease the change from six years 
of military government to civilian 
rule. 

In an interview in Rawalpindi. 
Gen. Zia said he was leaning tow- 
ards excluding panics because 
Pakistan might not be able to take 
“the strain of the open pol- 
arisation and confrontation that 
must ensue.” 

If he permitted a party contest 
“at this delicate stage of our his- 
tory”. agreements and factions 
would tend to jeopardise the six- 
year effort he had made to rej- 
uvenate Pakistan, the paper quo- 
ted him as saying. 

The nine-party Movement for 


the Restoration of Democracy, 
led by the Pakistan People’s Party 
fPPPi of executed former Prime 
Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, res- 
ponded by organising anti- 
government protests. 

In the front-page interview with 
Express editor George v’erghesc. 
reported mostly in indirect spe- 
ech. Gen: Zia was quoted as say- 
ing the PPP and some other par- 
ties had attempted to whip up a 
Frenzy against the government in 
the name of restoring democracy. 

Gen. Ziu said it was necessary to 
keep the PPP “at bay " through a 
non-party poll. Once elected, 
members could regroup in their 
old parties, since there had to be 
some political apparatus. 

Gen. Zia said he did not env-. 
isage a new political system in Pak- 
istan. 

He was quoted as saving opp- 
osition agitation was past its peak, 
though it might continue at a low 
level until elections.

Lawyer visits detained 
Zimbabwe ex-premier 


HARARE (R) — Detained for- 
mer Prime Minister Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa has been allowed to see 
a lawyer, but there is still no ind- 
ication of when he might be freed, 
a spokesman for the Zimbabwe 
cleric's party said Wednesday. 

Edward Mazaiwana. 
secretary-general of the United 
African National Council 
fUANCj.told Reuters: “I am sick 
to my heart and deeply depressed. 
He could be held for days, or 
weeks or indefinitely." 

Mr. Mazaiwana said a lawyer 
was given permission to see the 
5 tt-y ear-old bishop Tuesday aft- 
ernoon after he was arrested on 
Monday in a probe into South 
African-connected subversion. 


A member of the bishop's fam- 
ily. who declined to be identified, 
said he was in detention at the top 
security Goromonzi jail, some 30 
kilometres east of Harare- No off- 
icial comment was available. 

“Anything can happen. One is 
bound to feel worried,” said Mr. 
Mazaiwana. who was education 
minister in Bishop Muzorewa's 
short-lived Zimbabwe- Rhodesian 
government which preceded 

internationally-recognised ind- 
ependence in 19X0. 

Mr. Mazaiwana said the bishop 
was outwardly cheerful when he 
met the lawyer. “ He always is che- 
erful, but anyone in that position, 
in the cells, cannot be the same 
inside himself as he appears out- 
wardly.” he added. 


Moscow paper says D.J.s 
should learn social responsibility 


MOSCOW (R) — Soviet dis- 
cotheques mostly rock to Western 
music, except when inspectors 
from the ministry of culture pay a 
visit, a Moscow newspaper said 
suggesting that classes to teach 
disc jockeys social reponsibiiity 
might be a good idea. 

Discos were acceptable rec- 
reation but it was a problem that 
choice of music was left to people 
who had no proper training in ide- 
ological upbringing of young peo- 
ple. Moskovskaya Pravda said. 

Over 70 per cent of their music 
was Western, except during the 
inspectors’ visits, it commented. 

Disco equipment was difficult 
to obtain _ and disco organisers 


often had to resort to the black 
market which was hardly a good 
moral influence. 


The newspaper suggested disc 
jockey classes and stricter controls 
of loudspeaker and equipment 
sales — through bank transfer 
only and not cash — could make 
discos more acceptable for young 
Soviet people to visit. 


Moskovskaya Pravda said a 
major problem for those discos 
which were well-organised and 
run by respectable groups was that 
often those in charge had no idea 
of what their young customers, 
mostly aged between 14 and 16. 
wanted. 


SEOUL (R) — A death sentence on a photographer who poi- 
soned his mistress to caputure her death throes as art was upheld 
Wednesday by a Seoul appeals court, court officials said. Lee 
Dong-Shik. 42, an ex-convict and member of the Korean pho- 
tographic artists association, was convicted of killing Kim 
Kyong-Hee, 24. last December to take pictures of her dying 
moments. Evidence presented to the court included a series of 
photographs showing her slowly dying on a mountain south of 
Seoul, the officials said. 


Fires kill 6 on board U.S. carrier 


WASHINGTON (Ri — Six people were killed and 35 injured in 
two fires Tuesday on the U.S. aircraft carrier Ranger during 
exercises in the Indian Ocean, the navy said. It said the fires were 
in the machinery rooms of the conventionally powered 6U.0UU- 
ton carrier. Navy officials said the carrier was continuing on its 
operations but because of damage to some of its machinery was 
using only three of its four engines. They said the cause of the fires 
had not yet been determined but an investigation was in. progress. 


Aide disagrees with Marcos’ intention 


MANILA (R) — - President Ferdinand Marcos’ statement des- 
ignating Prime Minister Cesar Virata as his successor if he could 
not com tin ue in office was “extremely dangerous.” a senior Phi- 
lippine government official said Wednesday. Assemblyman Art- 
uro Tolentino, minister of state for foreign affairs, was the first 
member of Mr. Marcos’ ruling New Society Movement ( KBL; to 
speak out against the latest presidential pronouncement on suc- 
cession. He said Mr. Marcos' statement that Premier Virata, as 
chairman of the “inner cabinet" executive committee, would be 
his successor “is not only unconstitutional but also extremely 
dangerous.” 


Chinese soldiers’ morals questioned 


PEKING (Rj — Chinese soldiers pin up pictures from girlie 
magazines and listen to pop music, and it is all the fault of the 
West, according to a local Chinese newspaper. The Yangcheng 
Evening News said “decadent bourgeois ideas and lifestyles had 
infected the army like a disease." It quoted You Taizhong. the 
regional commander of the People" s Liberation Army (.PLAi in 
the southern city of Canton, as saying the army needed to fight 
“moral pollution.”

Thailand tRi —The Thai government Wednesday acc- 
epted the formal surrenderof about 65(1 communist guerrillas and 
Muslim separatists in this southern Thai town. The surrender took 
place in a festive atmosphere, with an elephant show.
